The Editor’s Page 


The Hippoidrome 


It was a coincidence that. immediate- 
ly after we had published Jerry Courtney’s 
piece suggesting a method of limiting 
off-course betting to responsible — that is. 
presumably solvent — citizens, the news- 
papers revealed that in New York the 
Mayor’s Committee for Off-Track Betting 
had in mind a plan which was similar in 
many ways to Courtney’s proposal, though 
the committee was not reported as having 
any objection to taking wagers from 
people who didn’t have enough money to 
pay the rent. 

It was also a coincidence that a few 
days later we had a visitation from Me- 
Henry McAdam MeNutt. who had still an- 
other suggestion which he thought might 
interest Mayor Wagner and his committee. 
Dr. MeNutt. formerly of the ABC, now 
a consultant to the XYZ, was just re- 
turned from a mission which took him 
through several countries, in some of 
which he had been able to indulge his pas- 
sion for applying the McNutt system of 
herse-playing. 

He was particularly taken with the fis- 
cal aptitudes of an operation which he 
saw in Euthanasia. he said. We had never 
heard of it, and it is most unlikely that 
any of our readers ever did. Hence we 
are passing along, for the benefit of the 
City of New York, the remarks of this 
noted specialist in illaquation. 

“At the close of an important conference 
in the capital city of Tolchok one after- 
noon,” he said, “one of the native officials 
asked if I would like to accompany him 
to the Autohip, as he called it. “We can 
get there in time for the last 20 races.’ he 
told me. Well. I've seen racing nearly 
everywhere except the Falkland Islands. 
hut this Autohippodrome was the most 
ingenious extraction device I ever gazed 
upon. 


“We walked across a mall from the 
capitol to a structure about the size of 
Madison Square Garden, but of such 
classic lines that I had mistaken it for a 
government building. Just inside the 
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doors was a line of turnstiles. My host 
inserted 2 coins, and we passed into a 
large entrance hall. There we found 
several escalators, 2 of which had turn- 
stiles in front of them. Nicky, as I called 
my host, since I couldn’t pronounce the 
last 4 or 5 syllables of his name without 
doing some violence to it, inserted 2 more 
coins, and we rode the escalator to the 
top. 

“When we had taken our seats, | was 
again reminded of Madison Square Gar- 
den. Nearly everyone in the crowd was 
seated and looking down intently upon 
the central arena. where a field of me- 
chanical ponies, mounted on a moving 
piatform, was going into the far turn of 
an oval course which I guessed to be 
about 200 meters in circumference. There 
was such a thunder of shouting that I 
had no chance to ask questions until the 
race was over. The races were spaced 
only about 5 minutes apart. but gradual- 
ly. through questioning and observation. 
I was able to understand the operation. 

“The old Tolchok race course, a few 
miles outside the city, had been disman- 
tled a few years earlier because it was 
not yielding enough taxes, and it had been 
replaced by this thoroughly modern de- 
vice, designed by a government team of 
engineers, electronics experts, statisticians, 
and psychologists. 


“The efficiency of the Autohip was so 
complete that you will find it difficult to 
believe. People stayed in their seats be- 
cause they did their betting there. and the 
mutuels never closed. except for a 50- 
second interval between the finish of one 
race and the start of the next. Bets were 
made by inserting coins in slots along 
the arm of each seat. and the pay-off to 
winners was made automatically. the 
coins dropping into a pouch just under 
the row of slots. 


“But those mechanical horses — what 
keeps them honest?’ I asked Nicky. ‘And 
hew do the people decide which one to 
back? And why do they leave the betting 
open until the horses are practically over 
the finish line?’ 


‘The 


It’s very simple.’ said Nicky. 
favorites are established by an analogue 
computer, and the probable odds are post- 


ed electronically operated boards. 
These are the actual odds, and the horses 
would finish approximately in the same 
order as the odds if there were no betting. 
But every bet automatically activates a 
randomizing mechanism which alters the 
speed of each horse through a simple 
feedback device. Since the horses can 
move only forward and backward along 
the moving platform. you can that, 
if the favorite is gaining at the stretch 
turn, the crowd may start betting him so 
madly that he may move to the front too 
soon, and when he reaches the finish he 
may be moving backward, with reference 
to the other horses. Even the place of 
finish is randomized. within a range of 15 
meters. by the total in the betting pool. 

“<*Thus you can see,’ said Nicky, ‘how 
we take advantage of the full range of 
human character. The thing is so honest 
that not even the men who built it could 
fix a race, but at the same time it gives 
everybody the illusion that he is in on a 
fix, as you say in America, since every 
bet does have some effect on the outcome, 
and nobody knows the winner until the 
order of finish is posted on the automatic 
beard.’ 

“The take-off is only 6 per cent, but 
practically all of this goes into the state 
treasury because of the economy of opera- 
tion. There are no purses, no admissions 
staff. no mutuel employees, no track 
maintenance. no stables. no officials, no 
owners, no trainers. no jockeys, no 
grooms. no blacksmiths. no veterinarians, 
no chemists, no programs, and no horses. 

“If we adopted this device in the 
United States. we could call it the Hippoi- 
diome. to indicate that it is similar to 
herse racing. And just think of the action 
you could get! And the taxes, man!” 

McH. McA. McNutt sighed and went 
away. leaving us to reflect upon what 
might happen to the descendants of 
Herod. Matchem, and Eclipse when the 
tax collectors had heard his story.

Miami. Eddie Arcaro dressed hurriedly 
after riding Sword Dancer in the Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap March 19, He was 
in a rush to catch his plane to New York. 
Gulfstream racing secretary Jimmy Ross 
dropped by and asked Arcaro if he had a 
mount in the $100.000-added Florida 
Derby. 

“Gee, [| don’t think so.” Arcaro said. 
“Right now I don’t have a thing in the 
race.” 

Eagle Admiral? 

“Naw. I don’t think I'd come back here 
to ride him. | finished third with him 
(Santa Anita Derby). but he got beat 
off, and he wouldn’t have been third if 
Flow Line hadn't bolted.” 

“Well now. wait a minute.” Ross said. 
“Theyre going to put blinkers on him next 
time.” 

“That's a different story.” Arcaro. re- 
plied. “If they change on him he could 
be all right.” 

Trainer Charley Whittingham put blink- 
ers on Eagle Admiral for the Fountain of 
Youth Stakes. 10 days before the Florida 
Derby. Bally Ache went off at 1-5 but with 
Bob Ussery choking him down the back- 
stretch, then going to a drive all at once 
approaching the quarter-pole. Bally Ache 
could not pull it off. It was Eagle Admiral. 
charging through on the rail under Manuel 
Yeaza. which hit the finish line in front. 

Going into the Florida Derby. Whitting- 
ham had run 4 times at Gulfstream with- 
out losing. 

“Now's a good time to foul the 
streak.” he said, grinning. “Yes, that 
last race was the first time I put blinkers 
on the colt. Helped him a lot? I don’t 
think so. He’s run good without blinkers. 
I think it was the track helped him more 
than anything. I'm not a great believer in 
blinkers moving a horse one way or the 
other. 

“He just takes to this race track. He 
just wouldn't run his best at Santa Anita. 
They're both fast tracks. but the other 
one jarred him a little. He was always 
stove up. He hasn’t ever run a real bad 
race. | think the (Santa Anita) Derby 
was the poorest of all. He usually loses 
about 8 lengths. but this time he had no 
excuse.”

Bally Ache (right), in a characteristically 
courageous performance, withstood Vene- 
tian Way’s stretch-long pressure to win 
the Florida Derby by a nose.

“He was slow and lazy.” Whittingham 
said. “When [ took him on the race track 
last April. you wouldn’t have thought he’d 
amount to much. He looked like a good 
horse. but he didn’t much act like one... . 

The only way to 
ride him is take him back and let him 
get in gear.”

Gulfstream to enter still another. and. in- 
cidentally. preparing Victoria) Park for 
the Florida Derby. 

The Canadian-bred colt. second to Bally 
Ache in the Flamingo, would go into the 
Florida Derby without having had a race 
over the track. One week before the Derby. 
he had worked a mile in 1:37!5. going the 
last eighth in :11. 

“He has trained well and | think he 
will run accordingly.”. Luro said. “We 
have Yeaza this time and he knows the 
horse and fits him very well. | make 4 
horses very close. My horse. Bally Ache. 
Eagle Admiral, and Venetian Way. Any 
of them can win it.”

any of my horses rate in the first 6 for the 
Kentucky Derby, not right now. 

“Eve got to be a little careful with 
Hillsborough. Big. gangling sort of horse 
you cant train as much as you'd like. 
Fango. I'd like to build up a little.” 

Fango did look a bit lean, but his races 
were good. On Monday before the Derby 
he closed with a rush on the outside to 
finish fourth at 6 furlongs, beaten 1°4 
lengths. 

“That’s the Ponder in him,” Jimmy said 
the next day. “Ponder used to break on 
top “most every time, then he’d check 
himself. Three jumps later he’d be last. 
But I hate to change a horse’s habits, un- 
less it’s a real bad one.” 

Hillsborough, in a 6'4-furlong race on 
Wednesday preceding the Derby, had 
come from dead last at the quarter-pole 
to finish second, 114 lengths behind Whit- 
tingham’s good colt Command Pilot. 

“T wish we could have got that race into 
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him a week ago.” said Jones. “I can’t tell 
you what it is with his ankle. It’s mostly 
suspicion. Fango, he just doesn’t eat 
enough. But another month, at a_ mile 
and a quarter, Hillsborough’ll be right 
there.” 

Trainer Vic Sovinski was in a dour 
mood, but he felt Venetian Way was 
ready. After his impressive 6-furlong vic- 
tory on March 26, the colt had worked 
out a mile in 1:35. 

“No, I don’t think he’d have benefited 
from having another race before the 
Derby,” Sovinski said. “Vl just gallop 
him and blow him out. He'll be ready.” 

Jimmy Pitt was unhappy about Bally 
Ache’s defeat in the Fountain of Youth. 
but it did not shake his confidence in the 
colt. 

“He seems to run better after he’s had 
a race,” Pitt said. “That’s why he got 
beat so many heads and necks and noses 
last year. I never had time to get a race 
into him before the stakes. He works fast 
in the mornings, all right, but not fast 
enough. He’s coming up to this race real 
good. I think he'll make the lead easy. If 
somebody wants to run with him, let “em. 
He'll kill ‘em off.” 

The Derby shaped up as an 8-horse 
field. John’s Bolero was made a supple- 
mentary nominee when owners Joan and 
John Dorden put up $5,000 (plus $1.000 
to start). The son of Bolero was bought 
at the 1958 Saratoga sales for $5.500. He 
ran for a $7,500 claiming tag last August 
at Atlantic City, and he could have been 
claimed for $15.000 on February 25 at 
Hialeah. On March 7 he closed with a 
rush to beat One Sub; 10 days later he 
won from Stephen and Cuvier Relic by 
4 lengths. Said trainer Gerry Weipert: 
“What finally decided us was Cuvier Relic 
finishing less than 4 lengths behind Bally 
Ache in the Fountain of Youth.” 

Del Carroll, not at all happy with Ste- 
phen’s winter races, decided to take a 
crack at the Derby. Stephen, which closed 
impressively in the Garden State Stakes 
last fall, had failed to win in 4 starts 
at Gulfstream. “The first race didn’t 
bother me; I knew he was a little short.” 
Carroll said. “But he hasnt’ made_ his 
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run at the end in any of his races. I wish 
I knew what was wrong.” 

Young Joe Pierce Jr., trainer of Road 
House. was “shooting for the moon.” 

When the entries came through the box 
Friday morning there was one surprise. 
Owner T. D. Buhl and trainer Earl Kelley 
had entered Estival, a superior mud horse. 

Pitt grimaced when he checked the post 
positions and learned that Venetian Way 
had drawn the inside. The colt would 
try to run with Bally Ache, he supposed. 
correctly. 

Shortly before the Derby. Ussery, Bally 
Ache’s rider, relaxed by playing solitaire 
in the jock’s room. A few minutes later 
he was given Pitt’s simple instructions: 
“Let him roll.” 

Bally Ache, the even-money favorite. 
does not break sharply. He comes out with 
moderate speed. but accelerates suddenly 
after a few strides. This time he went out 


slightly at the break, settled quickly, and 
zoomed to the front. 

Ussery got the rail, and Venetian Way 
settled in behind him. Victoria Park at- 
tained perfect position in third place. 
Eagle Admiral, pinched back by Balty 
Ache and Victoria Park, dropped 15 
lengths behind coming off the club house 
turn. 

Bally Ache opened 2 lengths going into 
the backstretch, with Venetian Way be- 
hind him and Victoria Park third on the 
outside. At the five-eighths-pole Venetian 
Way went after the lead. Bally Ache and 
Venetian Way ran as a team the rest of 
the way. Venetian Way. on the outside, got 
his head in front at the eighth-pole. 
Ussery started slashing on Bally Ache. 
and the 2 horses were even for a sixteenth 
of a mile. At the wire. Bally Ache had 
his nose in front. 

It was a tremendously game race for

OBITUARY 


William Molter 


William Molter, 50, one of the most 
efficient and popular trainers on the 
American racing scene, died of a heart 
attack at Peninsula Hospital, Burlingame. 
Calif.. on the morning of April 2. He had 
been stricken the previous afternoon while 
alone in his apartment at a San Mateo 
hotel. He first was taken to the Com- 
munity Hospital in San Mateo, later was 
transferred to the hospital where he died, 
never regaining consciousness. 

Mr. Molter, a native of Fredericksburg, 
Texas, was a jockey for 10 years before 
he turned to training in 1935, saddling his 
first winner at Caliente on March 3. One 
of his first associations as a trainer was as 
an assistant to L. O. Lee, who had the 
stable of Jack P. Atkins, for whom Molter 
campaigned a division in Canada. 

In 1946 Mr. Molter saddled 122 win- 
ners, more than any other trainer. He con- 
tinued to lead for each of the next 2 years, 
saddling 155 winners in 1947, 184 in 
1948. and in 1949 he tied with William 
Hal Bishop with 129 winners. From 1936 
until his death he had 2,158 winners of 
$11.983,035. 

He led the list of leading money-winning 
trainers 4 times—in 1954, 1956, 1958, and 
1959—and his stable won over a million 
dollars 6 different years. During his ca- 
reer, he trained 48 stakes winners, in- 
cluding such outstanding horses as Round 
Table, Determine, On Trust, Bobby 
Brocato, and Imbros. At the time of his 
illness he was conditioning T. V. Lark, 
which won the Tropicana Hotel of Las 
Vegas Handicap at Bay Meadows the 
day his trainer died. 

Mr. Molter is survived by his wife, 2 
daughters, Mrs. Norma Jean Walldaw 
and Gary Linda Molter, and 2 sons, Ron- 
ald and Charles Molter.

The 9-furlong Florida Derby, featuring Bally 
Ache and Venetian Way, afforded patrons of 
Gulfstream Park one of the most memorable races 
of the Florida season. For more than a quarter- 
mile, the 2 colts had it out. finishing a nose 
apart and 3 lengths ahead of their nearest pursuer. 

The favored Bally Ache, with Venetian Way 
close behind, did the first 6 furlongs in 1:10 
(quarters in :2355, :23, and :23°5). The Sunny 
Blue Farm colt, running back to his form of last 
summer, put the leader under severe pressure at 
the far turn, and at the eighth-pole he shoved 
his head to the front. But Bally Ache refused to 
bend, and in the last few yards he came back 
again to take the victory. The time of 1:47%5 
was four-fifths of a second slower than the track 
record, set by Gen. Duke when he defeated Bold 
Ruler and Iron Liege in the 1957 Florida Derby. 
Bally Ache paid $4.20. 

Bally Ache won the Hibiscus and Bahamas 
Stakes in his first 2 starts this year, then was 
upset by Victoria Park in a 1,'4-mile race. He 
won the Flamingo Stakes, leading all the way. 
In the Fountain of Youth Stakes, his last race 
before the Florida Derby, he lost to Eagle 
Admiral. 


Owner Leonard Fruchtman had hoped to send 
Belly Ache after Warfare in the Wood Memorial 
of April 7, but after the California colt injured 
hiimself and was taken out of training Fruchtman 
announced that Bally Ache would go directly to 
Churchill Downs.

Hatanpate. On Wednesday morning, 4 days before the Florida Derby, 
Chick Lang approached a newspaperman at Gulfstream Park. 

‘I'm through.” Chick said. “I'm resigning as Hartack’s agent as of Saturday. 
I can’t take any more.” 

Lang. regarded as one of the sharpest jockey agents in America, had split 
with the temperamental rider last year. The rift had lasted only 3 days. But this 
time there was no possibility of a reconciliation. 

“I know a lot of people are going to think this is just temporary.” Lang 
continued. “It’s not. T'll handle his engagements through Saturday; then I’m 
going home to Timonium. I hope to become a racing official. 

“It’s reached the point where Billy and I can't seem to agree on anything. 
It used to be that I could talk to him, get through to him. Not any more. | 
can't take his bitterness against racing and everybody in it. He has no respect 
for anyone. He has his own set of rules and ethics. This is his world and the 
rest of us just live in it. 

“He’s a great rider. There isn’t a jock in the country he has to take back 
from. But he’s a mixed-up boy. I feel sorry for him. 

“I’ve been with Billy for 6 years. When we started together at Charles Town 
it was like raising another son to me. Now Billy’s the father and I’m the son. He 
knows everything.” 

The night before Lang announced his resignation. Hartack had publicly

complained that Lang was putting him on bad horses. Specifically. he referred to 
2 horses he would ride the next day. Camden and Middletown. Camden went 
off at 7-5, ran extremely wide in the drive, and finished third. Middletown. played 
down to 6-5, made a big move on the stretch turn, where Hartack started to go 
outside. then ducked to the hedge. finally losing by a head. 

“I don’t know what Billy wants me to do—put him on 90-1 shots?” Chick 
said. “I always try to put him on a horse I think can win. He doesn’t seem to 
think so. In the time I've been with Billy he’s been leading rider 3 times. he set 
a record for stakes won and money won in one year. I don’t know what I have to 
do to satisfy him. 

“He’s got a warped sense of values of what’s right and wrong. He feels 
that just so long as he goes out on the track and tries with everything he’s on 
that’s his only responsibility. He doesn’t think he owes racing anything. I think 
he owes it everything. 

At first, Hartack refused to comment. “What I have to say doesn’t matter.” 
he said. Later. however. he decided to talk. 

“[ have an obsession to win. Not 4 a day. Not 5 a day. People think I'm 
satisfied when I ride 4 winners. like I did today. But I rode 9 horses. I can't 
accept defeat. 

“ve never criticized Chick. He’s one of the best agents there is, But for 
the last 2 years we haven't been able to agree on my mounts. When I'm paying 
the bills it’s my privilege to decide who I’m going to ride.” 

Howard Pestano. a close friend of Hartack, took over his book. 

Lang was out of a job for less than 48 hours. Lou Pondfield, executive 
director of Pimlico, announced that Lang had been hired as assistant director of 
racing for the Maryland Jockey Club. Pondfield said Lang would help co-ordinate 
Pimlico’s program with horsemen and _ jockeys. A. G.

Parasite Control 
by J. H. Drupce 


Department of Animal Pathology,

Sanitary practices have long been 
recognized as invaluable components of 
sound parasite control programs. Until 
quite recently only 2 drugs have been 
available for parasite control by periodic 
treatment in the classic concept. Carbon 
disulfide was introduced in 1917 and 
used almost exclusively for nearly 4 
decades for the control of bots and 
ascarids. Since its introduction in 1941 
phenothiazine has been heavily relied 
upon for strongyle control. 

The various anti-parasite drugs that 
have become available over the years 
and a percentage evaluation of their re- 
moval activity or control value for the 
common horse parasites are summarized 
in the accompanying table. 

Internal parasitic infections were not 
singled out for concerted investigation 
by group effort at the Kentucky station 
until after World War II. At this time, 


the chief problems, strongyles. ascarids. 


and bots, had long been recognized; how- 
ever, the control methods and practices 
had a number of deficiencies. 


The investigations during 1945-48 were 
chiefly concerned with the low-level system 
of phenothiazine medication for strongyle 
control. It soon became apparent that 
the efficacy of the system surpassed by 
far hitherto known procedures for stron- 
gyle control (Table 1); and this was 
borne out in subsequent survey work on 
representative farms. For the first time 
a practical means was available for pre- 
venting verminous aneurysm, the most 
harmful effect of parasitism in the horse. 
Details of application, 2 grams daily for 
21 days a month, on a year-round basis, 
were determined, and the toxicity of long- 
term administration was evaluated. No 
harmful effects in general health and 
well-being were detected in mares which 
received 4 grams daily for 2 full years 
and then 2 grams daily for the next 2 
years. Studies on the mechanism of action 
indicated that the small daily dose of the 
drug depressed the egg production of the 
worms. suppressed the development of 
infective larvae from the few eggs that 
were produced, and slowly eliminated the 
adult worms from the digestive tract.

A general awakening to the usually un- 
pretentious but nonetheless harmful ef- 
fects of parasites in the everyday life of 
a horse also stemmed from the survey 
work in 1948-50. The basic information 
on the seasonal incidence and development 
of parasitism in the various groups _per- 
mitted a more rational approach to con- 
trol. Inasmuch as the observations were 
made in animals under farm conditions, 
the survey work also provided a measure 
of the efficacy of the control procedures 
that were applied. From this, it became 
apparent that carbon disulfide had seri- 
ous limitations for ascarid control, but 
that it could be used to best advantage 
by timing a series of treatments designed 
to keep the fecal egg counts at a mini- 
mum. The recommended schedule for 
treatment was 8. 12, and 16 weeks of 
age for sucklings, one treatment in late 
fall as weanlings. and one treatment in 
the spring as yearlings. 


In view of the erratic activity and tox- 
icity of carbon disulfide there has been 
a search for other drugs that can be used 
against ascarids and bots. The search has 
also been motivated by the general advis- 
ability of having more than one drug to 
use in case of the development of drug- 
resistance. This appears to be more likely 
with the strongyles and phenothiazine be- 
cause other parasites in sheep have been 
found to have a significant resistance to 
phenothiazine. The low-level system was 
used as long as 12 years on one farm with- 
out any evidence of a loss of effectiveness 
against the strongyles; however, this does 
not preclude the possibility of different 
results on other farms and under other 
conditions. 


The search for improved ascarid treat- 
ment has included tests on sodium fluor- 
ide, hexylresorcinol, hygromycin B, me- 
thyl benzene, and piperazines. The piper- 
azines are the drugs of choice at the 
present time. They are relatively non-toxic, 
can be administered in a variety of ways 
(pre-treatment fasting is unnecessary). and

citrate, and dihydrochlorids, 


are highly effective against both imma- 
ture and mature stages of ascarids 
(table). 


Subsequent observations (in 1956-58) 
on the use of the piperazines under field 
conditions have borne out the highly effec- 
tive action against the ascarid. Removal 
of the immature forms is of special sig- 
nificance and permits a 2-month interval 
between treatments. 

The piperazines are also active against 
strongyles (table). Critical tests indi- 
cated that therapeutic doses will remove 
about 80 per cent of the small strongyles 
and about 50 per cent of Strongylus 
vulgaris, the large strongyle that causes 
verminous aneurysms. This compares fa- 
vorably with therapeutic doses of phen- 
othiazine except for its additional removal 
of about 40-50 per cent of S. edentatus, 
the other common large strongyle. 

Quite recently, work with combinations 
of phenothiazine and piperazine in thera- 
peutic doses has shown an enhancement 
of action against strongyles, particylarly 
the large strongyles (table). Further 
work is necessary to detail the dosage re- 
lationships; however. the high level of 
action achieved will provide a much more 
effective strongyle control than hitherto 
possible with periodic therapeutic doses. 
The timing requirements will also have 
to be worked out. because the greater re- 
moval of the large strongyles may _per- 
mit a longer interval between treatments 
than the 3 to 4 weeks in use at the present 
time. 

Efforts to improve bot therapy have in- 
cluded the evaluation of a series of com- 
pounds. Methyl benzene was lacking in 
eficiency against one of the 2 common 
species of bots. The piperazine-carbon di- 
sulfide complex, which is broken down in 
the stomach to liberate the carbon disul- 
fide and thus carry its action in addition 
to the piperazine, is active against both 
species of bots (table). in addition to its 
activity against ascarids and strongyles. 
The action is variable from animal to 


animal but removes above 75 per cent, on 
the average. The most recent work has 
been with the organic phosphate insecti- 
cides. Preliminary tests have shown that 
certain ones are highly active against both 
species of bots and are more effective 
when administered in the feed than by 
stomach tube. 


Further Plans 


Research on parasitic diseases of horses 
is being expanded. Our experimental 
horses usually are used for research on 
both virus and parasitic diseases. We 
will continue’ testing and_ evaluating 
drugs or control procedures, both old and 
new, and under both laboratory and farm 
conditions to further strengthen and 
thereby assure the best possible control 
of all parasites of the horse. In contrast 
to the foregoing fairly adequate means 
for controlling strongyles, ascarids, and 
bots, at least 2 of the common parasites 
(intestinal threadworm and tapeworm) 
are without a single specific remedy of 
demonstrated ability. 


Another innovation in the parasite re- 
search is a program for raising Shetland 
ponies free of all parasites for use as 
experimental animals. Pure single species 
infection with worms never occurs in na- 
ture, and therefore it is difficult or impos- 
sible to accurately determine the effect 
of one species on the horse. The parasite- 
free ponies will permit evaluation of the 
total damage done by any particular spe- 
cies of parasite. 


Field Application 


In applying this research work to your 
horse operation, it is well to remember 
that your program is no better than your 
ability to carry it out. You probably can- 
not completely eliminate or eradicate 
parasites from a horse, nor can you cor- 
rect damage already done. The underlying 
principle is to control the level of parasitic 
infection and thereby minimize future 
damage to the animals. Good sanitary 
practices form an invaluable foundation 
for parasite control. Horses on a high 
level of nutrition are more resistant to 
infection. Each operation will be differ- 
ert, so analyze yours before instituting a 
program. It is important to have a 
method of checking your parasite picture 
periodically. as conditions can change 
seasonally or from year to year. A good 
program will be a compromise and should 
he designed to meet your particular needs. 


As to the variations in operations, a 
stabled horse with little or no grazing will 
be least exposed to infection by parasites. 
A program of regular fecal counts and 
worming during periods of rest will usual- 
ly suffice. Animals pastured on a close 
range where horses have been maintained 
for many years will be more heavily in- 
fected than those on fresh, wider pastur- 
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age. All horses have parasites, and the 
best method of ascertaining your problem 
is by periodic fecal egg counts. 

Fecal counts give an estimate of the 
level of parasitic infection in your horse 
operation. It is important that every egg 
count be run in the same manner, from 
timing and method of collection to timing 
and method of counting. The best system 
weuld be to run counts on all horses just 
prior to treatment. As this may be as 
often as once a month, in most cases, it is 
difficult to fit into management practices 
during busy seasons. Selection of a per- 
centage of horses (mare. foals, year- 
lings) and checking at definite times 
during the year will simplify this and if 
dene regularly can be just as useful to 
you. Fecal egg counts will not indicate 
bet infection, and you cannot determine 
if the strongyle eggs are small or large 
strongyles. The latter can be determined 
only by hatching the eggs and examining 
the larvae, a process requiring a special 
set-up. 

Parasites of major concern are (1) as- 
carids, (2) bots, and (3) strongyles. 
small and large (Strongylus vulgaris and 
S. edentatus). 

Piperazine has proven highly effective 
against ascarids and small strongyles. 
50 per cent effective against S. vulgaris,

edentatus. It is more effective when ad- 
ministered by tube than on the feed, and 
has the advantage of relatively low toxicity 
to the horse. 

One of the piperazines. called pipera- 
zine-carbon disulfide complex or Parvex, 
is an effective treatment against bots and 
is much less toxic to the horse than car- 
bon disulfide. This gives us an effective, 
tolerable. relatively simple treatment for 


strongyles. It is best administered by 
stomach tube. 

Phenothiazine is the most effective 
treatment known for the large strongyles, 
the parasites which inflict the most dam- 
age to the horse. It is most effective 
in the 2-gram daily dose for 21 days of 
each month, administered on the feed, and 
can be satisfactorily effective in a half- 
therapeutic dose every 3 weeks. 

In full therapeutic doses this drug 
may be toxic to the horse and can be 
fatal to susceptible individuals, thus you 
may want to compromise between large 
strongyle removal and side effects detri- 
mental to the well-being of the animal. 
In this case the fecal egg count is helpful 
but not completely reliable as you may 
have a low egg count due to small stron- 
gyle removal without adequate control of 
the more damaging S. vulgaris and S. 
edentatus. This can be determined only 
by hatching the eggs and studying the 
larvae produced, an impractical procedure 
in most cases. 

If you have evidence of a heavy stron- 
evle infection. a stringent program of 
control would be in order. If your infec- 
tion is mild, your program can be relaxed 
to the benefit of the horse from the drug 
toxicity standpoint.

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the actual worming procedure. In all cases 
it is important to select the method which 
insures getting the vermifuge in the ani- 
mal. Use of the tube is best in this respect, 
but care must be taken to avoid injury to 
the horse from the tubing itself. A daily 
dose on the feed seems to be the simplest. 
but you cannot always be sure the horse 
eats his dose and it presents difficulties 
when horses are turned out on pasture. 
Drenching with a syringe is a good com- 
promise if you can be sure the animal 
swallows his dose. 

In a farm operation, be sure all horses 
on the property receive treatment. It is 
very easy to forget teasers, work animals. 
ponies, and transient turn-outs. They will 
infest your pastures and cause infections 
in the future, which can destroy the best 
dividend you can receive from a sound 
parasite-control program, namely reduc- 
tion of the source of the infection. 

Dosages and intervals between worm- 
ings should be established upon veterinary 
advice, using the fecal counts, number of 
animals, acreage. etc., as guides. General- 
ly, you want to use the minimum effective 
dose at intervals which will stop the para- 
sites from laying eggs; 3 to 4 weeks in 
the case of strongyles, 8 weeks in the case 
of ascarids. By using the piperazine-car- 
bon disulfide complex in ascarid and 
strongyle control, bots will be taken care 
of automatically. 

At present the piperazine-carbon disul- 
fide complex at 8-week intervals is effec- 
tive, safe. and adequate against ascarids. 
bots, and small strongyles in sucklings. 
weanlings, and yearlings. Phenothiazine is

most effective against the large strongyles, 
and the low-level program, to be used in 
cases of heavy infection, is of special 
value in mares, which serve as the most 
important source of the strongyle infec- 
tions for the foals. This can be modified 
once the level of infection is under rea- 
sonable control. 

In summary, there are 4 main points in 
consideration of a parasite program. 


1. Consult your veterinarian as to 
dosage and interval between treatments 
and method of fecal examination. He 
should keep himself posted on the results 
of current research work in this field. 


2. The routine of carrying out the 
program is as important as what drug you 
use and how you use it. Consider the 
capabilities of your personnel and keep it 
routine and easy to do. 


3. On farm operations include ALL 
horses in your worming schedule. 


4. The success of your program de- 
pends on your ability to carry it out. You 
cannot eliminate parasites, but you can 
control the source of infection.

Volume 1. No. 1 of The Winner's Circle, 
to be “published prior to each race meet- 
ing—by and for the personnel of The 
New York Racing Association Inc. and 
its collateral organizations.” is dated 
March. 1960. It is an 8-page pamphlet. 
edited by Alex M. Robb. Among the fea- 
tures are a short profile of Fred Capos- 
sela, a note on the mutuel department's 
“bowler of the year” Lou Schussler. and 
some of Calvin Rainey’s recollections of 
his visit to Japan with Marshall Cassidy. 

The article on Japanese racing reports. 
in part: 

“The Pari-Mutuel system of wagering 
is employed, but tickets are sold manually 
and each window is for a specific horse 
or combination of horses. Many of the 
Mutuel Department employees are women: 
probably a majority. [t's amazing to see 
how quickly they operate and how pre- 
cise in calculating and counting money. 
One man. probably the chief calculator. 
moves along behind the others with an 
abacus in his hand. checking their totals. 
This fellow was an absolute genius. work- 
ing with fantastic speed. ... People fight 
their way to the mutuel windows to bet: 
there are no lines as in America. 
Betting is stopped five minutes before 
scheduled post in order to get all totals in 
so the payoff may be made immediately 
after the official has been posted. ... All 
horses are weighed before entering the 
paddock and the record of their weight is 
kept by the chief veterinarian.”
